Things Which Ought to be Done by the 
People Themselves. 

It is the poouliar province of tho 
Anglo-Saxon raco to grumble j thero 
is a sort of safety-valvo about tbo 
ey stem tbat lots tbe steam escape in 
a good hearty growl, and for the time 
being wo feol bettor for it. Akin to' 
this habit of grumbling is the idio- 
syncrasy of throwing the blamo upon 
others, which belongs perhaps to hu- 
man nature, but more particularly to 
that largo iamily of wbioh wo Anglo* 
SaionH are membors; tuim whilst on 
the one hand the pooplo cast blamo 
freely upon the Government under 
which thoy happen to live, if ovcry* 
thing does not progress according to 
their desires ; on the other hand, thoso 
in power are very apt to censure tbo 
conduct of tho people, and blame 
them for failing to submit kindly to 
tho eottlomont of affairs by thoso set 
. ti^er them. But wo biiuulu nevoi- hL 
low a habit or custom to hold our rea- 
son in confinement, and wo must not 
forget, whilst attributing blame to tho 
Government for shortcomings traoc- 
ablo only to those in powor, and for 
evils whioh seem to lie at the door of 
thoso charged with carrying on tho 
Government, that there are some rmb«. 
lie duties towards the common-wealth 
which aro almost ojsclusiyojv within 
tho province of the people; many of 
theso duties, it is true, aro delegated 
by tho poople to Municipalities, whioh 
latter are by some supposod really to 
bo the people in a condensed form ; 
how far this is corroot, we leave it for 
the electors to say — if it be so, then in 
blaming the Municipality for any 
errorB that thoy commit we are in 
effect blaming tho people themselves, 
and this is as it should bo, for thoy 
clearly aro not immaoulato. Wo aro 
very apt to forget, whilst in the midst 
of the enjoyment of a glorious summer, 
that there are any evils closely upper* 
taining to the season which is in itself 
bo thoroughly enjoyable; day after 
day of uninterrupted sunshine tempts 
us from our homes to wander for hours 
through the wild lovely country 
around us, each excursion presenting 
to our eyes sooneB of beauty from 
which wo return to our daily avoca- 
tion, refreshed in mind and body, and 
too often unmindful that with all its 
mapy incentives to the healthy exer- 
cise ol tho human frame, tbe very 
brightness and beauty of the season 
brings with it a certain amount of 
evil, if not carefully guarded against, 
It is in this beautiful summer season 
that those who live in cities feel the 
great necessity for complete and per- 
fect sanitary arrangements, and it is 
too frequently tho oaso that the early 
settlor* who build t,ho first tnwng in & 
now country^ in their hasto ^tq shpltpr 



capital for suoh a purpose now than 
at a future day. Thero oan bo no 
doubt that an abundant supply of 
water is essential to the comfort and 
health of thoso who are compelled to 
livo in townB, and with such long day 
summers as ours, it must bo admitted 
that there is more urgent necessity 
for such abundance and plenty;

It would bo well then if some 
of tho citizens in whom the pub- 
lic conld havo confidouoo would 
form thomselvos into a committee 
with a viow to inquiro into tho bost 
moans of bringing an ample supply of 
wator into town, following up tho in- 
quiry by tho formation of a company, 
to undertake tho work. Without 
looking solely to iho immodiato profit 
of our scheme, whioh might be ap« 
provod, but moro to its qualities of 
durability and abundant supply, we 
boliovo that thero would be no diffi- 
culty in raising the capital nocossary 
for tho works. This is a matter in 
which every family is interested, evory
